In response to A), the cited paragraphs of the specification do not contain a further configuretation to process the response by the first 
interface. Therefore, the 35 USC 112 rejection remains outstanding. As to B), Nounin explicitly discloses the first sub network (5, fig. 3) 
being a uni-directional channel thpt allows data to be transmitted uni-directionally between the radio terminal (105, fig. 3) and the base 
station (103, fig. 3)*, the second sub-network (4, fig. 3) being a bi-directional downlink channel between the base station and the radio 
terminal (first and second sub-networks are referred to for illustration only; i.e., these two networks are distihct from each otherl; the base 
stations are connected to each other over the backbone network (1 , fig. 3) thereby linking these two networks together (col. 8, lines 42- 
48., base station (103, fig. 3) functions as packet relay device that communicate and route data between the radio terminal connected 
over the wireless network with other devices over the wired or LAN network). In response to C) Nounin does disclose protocol processing 
for the simple fact that there are a number of transmission addresses/types (see col 6, lines 60-65), 
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
